The commander of the 10th Infantry Regiment is lieutenant Colonel Ivan 
Rusikanov and the political commiasar is Captain Bosev. One battalion of 
this vegiment is located in Kirdjali and another battalion is lecated in _ 
Krumoverad; its commander is Captain Nekezov, and the political comuissar 
ig Lieutenant Kirtsev. The commander of the hth Company is Lieutenant 
Tordanoy, . 


The commander of the 2nd Machine Gun Company is Lieutenant Mi.tkov. This 
Company consists of three platoons, The 1st Platoon has machine guns, 
the 2nd Platoon has nortars, and the 3rd Platoon has anti-aircraft puns. 


The weapons used in the Bulgarian Army are all of Russian make and were 
received "before 15 September 19L7. The rifle companies have Vedovka 

7.62 mm rifles with long barrels and are equipped with clips which contain 
five cartridges. Theso rifles have a maximum range of 3,000 meters and 


meters long. 


The Bulgarian Army also has Schmeisser sub-machine guns (barrel surrounded 
with a perforated cylinder, wooden steck without hand erip; magazines 

are cylindrical and inserted from the bottem and hold 70 nine millimeter 
cartwidges. 


The Bulgarian Army has Dikterova machine guns of the same dianeter (7.62) 
as the rifles. These have circular magazines. These machine guna rest on 
a two-legged support (like Bren guna). Maxdimun range is 3,000 metera. 
Rech squad carries one of these Dilkterova machine gurs. 


The Bulgerians use hand grenades of the Bulkalka type ahd rifle grenades - 
of the German Mauser type. 


The first platoon of a machine gun colpany has three Maxim Sokolov machine 


guns 7.62 mm. which use long cartridge belts. These machine guns ara 
supported on two-wheeled steel carriages and can be used as anti~aireraft 
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36, In Gabrovo (35 kilometers northwest of Trnevo) there is a factory 
producing clothing, shoes, et cetera, for the army. 


Vity Reoruiting 


37. On 27 April 1948 the reserve officers and non-commissioned officere of 
all. classes, i.e. those born in 1910 and later, were called up for 
training in the new weapons. This training was to last 20 days. 


38. In dune 198 the information service of the Army recroiting office 
armounced through the towns and commmitics that the classes of 1910- 
192k, should be formed into units to be called up in case of emergency.
